NEW DEADLY ‘BEAM 


: DISCOVERED. 


can Cause- ¢ Explosions 
‘And ‘Fires. 


Sao Sao Paulo, Brazil. - 

The discovery of a-deadly beam 
which emanates from electrical 
apparatus and which can'cause fires 
and explosions is claimed by a 
Brazilian engineer. Dr. - Pinto. 
Unknown to the electrical operatora, 
this beam is said to be able to set 
fire to inflammable materials and to 
detonate explosives. wr 

In‘its discovery Dr. Pinto. gees 
the solution to the mystery of the 
disastrous fire in the French liner 
Atlantique Inst January, and- also 
‘attributes several other serious 
fires in liners to this hitherto un- 
known ray. Among them he in- 
cludes the Empress of Scotland, 
Oregon Star, Georges Philippar, 
France and the Europa. 

Fearing the deadly and ruthless 
use to which unscrupulous people 
might put it, the discover has re- 
fused to make public his . know- 
ledge. He has, however, communi- 
cated details to the Brazilian En- 
gineering Club and is continuing his 
investigations. —Reuter.
